ORIGIN    AND    PURPOSE. 

This  Seminary  was  founded  by  Fayetteville  Presbytery: 
First,  for  the  glory  of  God  through  the  higher  Christian  edu- 
cation of  women;  second,  to  place  this  education  within  the 
reach  of  persons  of  limited  means.  The  first  is  accomplished 
by  a  full  and  liberal  curriculum;  the  course  is  fully  abreast  of 
similar  institutions  in  the  South;  a  high  standard  of  scholar- 
ship: a  Christian  home  presided  over  by  Christian  instructors 
of  approved  scholarship  in  the  branches  that  they  teach: — the 
second  by  moderate   charges,   placing   the  education   at   net 

cost. 

MANAGEMENT. 

The  Seminary  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees 
elected  by  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  They  are  carrying  out  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  purpose  of  the  Presbytery  and  are  mak- 
ing the  Seminary  intrusted  to  their  care  second  to  none  in 
point  of  equipment  and  thoroughness. 

DEGREES    AND    CERTIFICATES. 

Under  a  charter  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Red  Springs  Seminary  has  the  right  to  confer  such  Liter- 
ary and  Honorary  degrees  and  diplomas  as  are  usually  granted 
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or  conferred  by  Colleges,  Universities  and  Seminaries  in  these 
United  States. 

The  diploma  so  granted  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  all  privi- 
leges granted  by  statute  or  usage  to  the  holders  of  like  diplo- 
mas from  any  University,  College  or  Seminary  in  the  United 
States. 

Any  student  not  desiring  to  study  for  a  degree  but,  wishing 

to  pursue  a  course  of  study  in  any  particular  school,  shall, 

upon  completion  of  such  course,   be  granted  a  Certificate  of 

Proficiency. 

LOCATION. 

Eed  Springs  Seminary  is  located  in  the  town  of  Red  Springs, 
Robeson  County,  N.  C.  The  buildings  occupy  the  summit  of 
a  gentle  elevation  that  slopes  in  every  direction,  thus  ensuring 
the  best  advantages  for  sewerage  and  perfect  sanitary  arrange- 
ments. 

The  Seminary  is  in  the  midst  of  a  native  grove  of  oaks  and 
pines  covering  fifteen  acres. 

Red  Springs  is  on  the  Atlantic  &  Yadkin  division  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  R.  R. ,  and  is  in  easy  driving  distance  of 
the  main  line  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  Seaboard  Air 
Line,  and  so  has  the  best  railroad  connections  in  all  directions. 
All  trains  arrive  and  leave  in  the  day  time. 

CLIMATE. 

Red  Springs  is  in  the  long  leaf  pine  section  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  climate  is  the  same  as  the  noted  winter  resorts  of 
Southern  Pines  and  Pinehurst,  sixteen  miles  distant,  in  the 
adjacent  county  of  Moore,  both  being  well  kuowu  and  ideal 
places  of  residence  for  the  winter.  The  mildness  of  the 
climate  and  sandy  nature  of  the  soil  allow  the  students  plenty 
of  out-door  exercise  in  the  winter. 

WATER    SUPPLY. 

This  whole  region  is  known  for  its  pure  water.  The  Semi- 
nary has  its  own  water  suj>ply  and  it  is  pure  and  wholesome.

This  place  takes  its  name  from  the  discoloration  of  the 
ground  and  vegetation  around  its  wonderful  and  life-giving 
mineral  springs,  the  iron  in  the  water  imparting  a  red  tinge 
to  'all  that  it  comes  in  contact  with.  The  accompanying- 
analyses  will  show  that  the  mineral  ingredients  in  solution  are 
those  most  sought  after  in  mineral  waters.

Nature  here  supplies  one 
of  her  own  make  and  in  the  very  best  form.  Some  of  these 
springs  are  located  just  at  the  corner  of  the  Seminary  prop- 
erty and  the  pupils  have  free  access  to  them.  The  remarkable 
health  of  our  students  bears  testimony  of  the  efficacy  of  this 
water. 

BOARDING    DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  under  the  care  of  a  competent  matron  and  the  super 
vision  of  the  President  who  takes  his  meals  with  the  pupils 
that  he  may  have  a  personal  experience  of  the  quality  and 
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preparation  of  the  food,  an  abundance  and  variety  of  whole- 
some and  nutritious  food  being  carefully  prepared  and  served. 

THE    BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  which  now  constitute  the  Seminary  plant  are 
five  in  number.  The  main  building  contains  recitation  rooms, 
chapel,  library  and  reading  room,  students'  parlor,  art  room, 
gymnasium  and  dormitories.  In  the  President's  building  are 
the  President's  rooms  and  fourteen  dormitories.  The  annex 
contains  the  dining  room  and  eleven  dormitory  rooms,  the 
cottage  is  a  very  comfortable  building  with  six  rooms,  and 
the  conservatory  has  fifteen  piano  rooms  and  fourteen  dormi- 
tory rooms,  making  a  total  of  103  rooms  able  to  comfortably 
care  for  160  persons. 

The  recitation  rooms  are  fitted  with  all  necessary  accessories 
for  successful  teaching.  The  dormitories  are  furnished  with 
neat  oak  suits  and  each  room  will  accommodate  two  pupils. 
The  buildings  are  heated  by  hot  water  or  hot  air  furnaces. 
Each  floor  is  supplied  with  bath  and  toilet  rooms. 

BOOK   SUPPLY. 

The  Seminary  keeps  the  books  needed  by  the  students  and 
they  will  be  supplied  at  as  near  publishers'  prices  as  is  prac- 
tical. 

WATCHMAN. 

The  Seminary  has  a  private  Avatchman  whose  duty  is  to 
make  an  inspection  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  once  each 
hour  during  the  night. 

RELIGIOUS    PRIVILEGES. 

Red  Springs  is  in  a  Scotch  settlement  which  has  always 
been  noted  for  its  piety.  The  religious  tendencies  of  the 
people  are  well  known.  The  student  body  worships  regularly 
at  the  Presbyterian  church,  the  President  preaching  alter- 
nately with  the  pastor.     Students  of  other  denominations  are 
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permitted  to  attend  services  in  their  own  elm  relies.  Morning 
and  evening  devotions  are  held  regularly  in  the  Seminary. 
The  Bible  is  a  text-book  in  the  institution,  and  every  means 
is  used  to  bring  each  pupil  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


1st— PRIMARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  beginning  of  a  child's  education  is  the  most  important 
part  of  its  school  life.  It  is  then  the  foundation  of  thorough 
and  systematic  habits  of  study  are  formed.  The  child  at  this 
period  should  not  be  confined  too  closely  to  text-books,  but  its 
power  of  observation  cultivated.  In  this  department  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  Beading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Dictation,  Elemen- 
tary Science,  Numbers,  Geography,  Vocal  Music,  Free  Hand 
Drawing  and  Physical  Culture.  Boys  under  eleven  years  of 
age  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 


2nd— PREPARATORY. 

This  department  will  continue  the  orderly  development  of 
the  pupil,  preparatory  to  the  College  course,  and  will  be  under 
the  same  direction  as  the  College  Department.  Pupils  who 
desire  to  enter  the  Collegiate  Department  and  are  not  suffi 
ciently  prepared  will  find  in  this  department  an  opportunity 
for  making  up  their  deficiencies.

Instruction  in  this  department  will  be  given  with  a  view  to 
securing  correct  use  of  the  English  language,  familiarity  with 
literary  laws,  science  and  art,  acquisition  of  good  style,  accu 
rate  method  of  criticism. 

Scott  and  Denney's  paragraph  writing  will  be  used  in  con- 
nection  with  the  work   in    Rhetoric.       Carlyle's   "Essav   on 
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Burns"  will  be  read  in  class;  weekly  themes.  Required 
reading:  Goldsmith's  "Vicar  of  Wakefield";  George  Eliot's 
"Silas  Marner";  DeQnincey's  "Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe"; 
"The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  Papers";  "Burke's  Speech  on 
Conciliation  with  America";  Scott's  "Ivanhoe". 

Freshman  Class: — Genung's  Outlines  of  Rhetoric  will  be 
studied  with  especial  attention  to  Choice  of  Words,  to  Phrase- 
ology, and  to  the  Special  Objects  in  Style;  weekly  themes. 
Required  reading:  living's  "Sketch  Book";  Hawthorne's 
"House  of  the  Seven  Gables";  Lowell's  "Vision  of  Sir  Laun- 
fal";  Cooper's  "Last  of  the  Mohicans" ;  Longfellow's  Poems. 

Sophomore  Class: — Rhetoric  will  be  continued  with  refer- 
ence to  Good  Use,  to  the  Construction  of  Sentences  and  of 
Paragraphs,  to  the  Outlines  of  Themes. 

Junior  Class: — History  of  the  English  Language,  Critical 
Study  of  Chaucer  and  Spenser,  Corson's  Study  of  English 
Verse. 

Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language  will  be  studied 
the  first  months.  The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  months  will  be 
devoted  to  the  study  of  Chaucer  and  Spenser.  In  the  study 
of  Chaucer's  poetry  the  following  books  will  be  read:  "The 
Prologue  to  the  Canterbury  Tales",  "The  ClerkesTale",  "The 
Knightes  Tale";  in  the  study  of  Spenser,  the  first  book  of 
"Fairie  Qneene".  The  remainder  of  the  year  will  be  devoted 
to  Corson's  Study  of  English  Verse,  in  connection  with  Pal- 
grave's  Golden  Treasury. 

Senior  Class: — English  Drama  and  Dramatists,  Shakes- 
peare, Jonsou,  etc. ;  English  Poetry,  Milton  to  Browning,  a 
study  of  the  romantic  movement. 

Careful  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Rise  of  the  Eng- 
lish Drama,  and  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare,  Jouson,  Con- 
greve,  Goldsmith,  Sheridan.  The  remainder  of  the  year  will 
be  occupied  in  the  study  of  English  Poetry.     Special  atten- 
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tion  will  be  given  to  the  poems  of  Milton,  Wordsworth,  Cole- 
ridge, Shelly,  Keats,  Byron,  Tennyson  and  Browning. 

Supplementary  reading  and  much  written  work    required 
throughout  each  year. 


SCHOOL  OF  ANCIENT  LANGUAGES. 
LATIN    LANGUAGE    AND    LITERATURE. 

MISS  J.  B.  BROWN. 

The  school  of  Latin  includes  a  two  years'  course  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department  and  four  in  the  Collegiate. 

Freshman  Year: — The  importance  of  the  Latin  as  an  aid 
to  the  understanding  of  the  English  language  is  impressed. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  construction  and  composition  and, 
by  the  study  of  history  and  by  parallel  reading,  as  broad  a 
view  as  possible  is  sought  of  Roman  life,  manners,  customs 
and  modes  of  warfare. 

Csesar's  Gallic  War;  Cicero;  Private  Life  of  the  Romans, 
Preston  and  Dodge;  Latin  Composition,  Allen  and  Greenough; 
Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 

Sophomore  Year: — Drill  in  construction  and  composition 
is  continued  and  stress  laid  upon  a  nice  choice  of  words  in 
reading.  A  knowledge  of  Roman  mythology  and  literature  is 
added  to  the  historical  information  of  the  year  previous  and 
the  interest  of  the  text  increased  by  farther  study  of  the  times 
in  which  it  was  written. 

Text-Books. — Virgil;  Cicero;  Livy;  Mythology;  Latin  Com- 
position, Allen  and  Greenough;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Green- 
ough. 

Junior  Year: — Less  composition  work  is  required  and 
more  attention  paid  to  intricate  construction.  Elegance  of 
rendition  is  sought  and  the  pupil  will  be  expected  to  give  the 
historical  setting  of  each  work  considered. 

Text-Boohs. — Ovid;  Horace;  Composition;  Roman  Litera- 
ture, Wilkins;   Mythology;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 
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Senior  Year: — Lectures  on  Roman  character  and  litera- 
ture will  be  given  and  critical  papers  on  the  text  in  hand 
required. 

Text-Books. — Juvenal;  Tacitus;  Terence;  Sight  Reading; 
Roman  Antiquities,  Wilkins;  Grammar,  Allen  and  Greenough. 

GREEK    LANGUAGE    AND    LITERATURE. 

MISS  AMES. 

Students  entering  this  department  must  have  completed  at 
least  one  year's  study  of  Latin. 

The  course  aims  throughout  to  give  to  the  student  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  language, 
and  some  acquaintance  with  the  Greek  as  a  literature. 

I.  The  first  year's  study  consists  of  drill  in  the  elements  of 
the  language,  based  upon  White's  First  Greek  Book.  Five 
recitations  a  week. 

II.  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  four  books;  Prose  Composition; 
translation  at  sight  of  easy  Greek  Prose.  Five  recitations  a 
week. 

III.  Homer's  Iliad,  three  books,  with  scansion;  Greek 
Prose  and  Sight  Translations.     Four  recitations  a  week. 

IV.  Lysias,  two  Orations;  Plato,  Apology  and  Crito; 
Homer's  Odyssey,  selections.     Four  recitations  a  week. 

V.  Greek  Syntax  and  translations  from  Attic  Greek.  This 
course  is  arranged  especially  for  those  who  wish  to  teach 
Greek.     Four  recitations  a  week.      (Open  only  to  Seniors.) 

VI.  Greek  Testament.  This  course  includes  a  text  study 
of  the  Gospels,  with  special  study  of  the  Gospel  of  St,  John. 
Two  hours  a  week.      (Open  only  to  Seniors.) 

Courses  IV,  V  and  VI  are  elective,  and  open  only  to  Seniors, 
or  students  who  have  completed  Courses  I,  II  and  III. 

Special  courses  may  be  arranged  for  post-graduate  students, 
or  those  who  have  completed  Courses  I,  II,  III  and  IV. 
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SCHOOL  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES. 

GERMAN. 

MISS  WISNEB. 

First  Yeae: — Grammar,  Reader,  Conversation,  Dictation, 
Selections  from  Prose  and  Poetical  Readings,  Translation  of 
Lessing's  "Minna  von  Barnhelm",  or  Schiller's  "Der  Neffe  als 
Oukel". 

All  exercises,  letters,  compositions,  etc.,  are  required  to  be 
written  in  the  German  Script  throughout  the  entire  course.

The  design  of  the  school  is  to  give  the  students 
a  comprehensive  grasp  of  the  English  Bible.  To  this  end  its 
History,  Geography,  Archaeology,  Laws,  social,  moral,  civil, 
ceremonial,  Typology.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

MISS  WHITAKER, 

Physical  Education  forms  part  of  the  College  course.  The 
aim  of  this  department  is  to  secure  for  the  student  health  and 
endurance,  to  give  them  ease  and  grace  of  movement  and 
expression  and  to  teach  them  the  importance  of  physical 
development  as  part  of  a  complete  education.  Its  purpose  is 
to  train  the  mind  to  think,  and  the  body  to  respond  with  pre- 
cision, as  well  as  to  give  physical  development. 


ELOCUTION. 

MISS  WHITAKER. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  thorough  and  systematic 
training  in  all  the  principles  upon  which  the  art  is  based.  Its 
aim  is  not  merely  to  make  readers  but  thinkers  as  well,  and 
to  develop  those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  lie  behind 
all  forms  of  manifestation.  The  system  formulated  by  Del- 
sarte  is  taught,  together  with  methods  of  instruction  based 
upon  the  New  Philosophy  of  Expression,  which  result  in  a 
natural  style  and.  cultivates  and  refines  literary  taste.  The 
course  embraces  three  years. 

First  Year: — Elementary  Principles  of  Yocal  Expression, 
Voice  Production,  Breathing,  Articulation,  etc.:  Cultivation 
of  the  Perceptive  and  Imaginative  Faculties,  Exercises  for  the 
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Cultivation  of  Muscular  Sense,  and  Promotion  of  Harmony, 
Grace  and  Unity.  Analytical  study  of  selections  from  minor 
poets.     Criticism. 

Second  Year: — Physical  and  Voice  Culture,  Sight  Read- 
ing, Gesture,  Philosophy  of  Expression,  Laws  of  Analysis  and 
their  application,  Recitation,  Pantomime,  Literary  Interpre- 
tation and  Criticism. 

Third  Year: — Voice  Culture,  Advanced  Analysis,  Prac- 
tical use  of  Vocal  Expression,  Translation  of  Gesture  at  Sight, 
Interpretative  Study  of  Shakespeare,  Tennyson  and  Browning; 
Recitations,  Advanced  Pantomime. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  the  student  for 
practical  office  work.  Stenography,  Typewriting,  Book-keep- 
ing and  Commercial  Correspondence  are  taught. 

There  is  no  extra  charge  for  this  department  except  for  use 
of  typewriter;  for  this  a  charge  of  $5.00  per  year  is  made.

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SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC. 

Mk.s.  VARDELL,  Miss  WISNER, 

Miss  STIVARIUS,  Miss  BOESE, 

Miss  TARVER,  Miss  LYTCH. 

The  course  in  music  is  broad  and  thorough  and  may  be 
carried  to  the  highest  grades.  In  the  lower  grades,  as  in  the 
others,  only  the  best  teachers  are  employed,  as  the  school 
recognizes  the  need  of  the  best  instruction  in  the  beginning, 
thus  ensuring  a  good  foundation. 

The  pupils  have  the  best  instruments  for  use  in  practice 
and  ensemble  work.  Pupils'  recitals,  vocal  and  instrumental 
recitals  by  the  teachers,  and  lecture  recitals,  are  of  frequent 
occurrence  during  the  term,  thus  ensuring  to  the  pupils  the 
culture  that  can  only  come  from  hearing  and  understanding 
the  best  musical  works,  artistically  rendered.  In  addition  to 
the  regular  course  in  Voice  Culture,  there  is  offered  to  each 
student  in  the  Seminary  a  course  in  Sight  Singing,  and  the 
music  pupils  have  the  privilege  of  belonging  to  the  class  for 
Choral  Work. 

PRIMARY    PIANO    COURSE. 

The  first  year  of  a  child's  instruction  in  music  is  most  impor- 
tant, as  then  are  formed  habits  that  make  or  mar  for  life.  The 
plan  of  giving  children  two  lessons  a  week  and  allowing  them 
to  practice  in  between  lessons  is  most  disastrous,  as  the  little 
ones  forget  and  fall  into  bad  habits  while  practicing  alone. 
Eealizing  this,  we  have  determined  to  make  a  special  course 
for  young  children. 

The  youngest  pupils  will  be  given  a  short  lesson  each  day 

and  this  class  will  be  taught  by  Miss  Lytch,  a  graduate  of  the 

school,  and  the  Musical  Director  will  have  special  supervision 

of  this  work.      The  method   used    is   Landon's   Foundation 

Materials. 

PIANOFORTE. 

In  this  course  an  easy  and  natural  position  of  hand  is 
taught.  A  thorough  course  of  technique  is  required,  and  the 
most  careful  phrasing  and  artistic  shading  taught  and  insisted 
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upon  in  all  the  grades.  In  the  lower  grades  the  first  principle 
of  theory  and  of  the  harmonic  structure  of  chords  are  given, 
along  with  the  piano  lessons.  But  for  graduation  a  separate 
course  in  theory  and  harmony  is  required. 

New  England  Conservatory  Method, 
Book  I.  Loeschhorn  Etudes,  Op.  65.  A  correct  position 
of  hand,  independent  finger  action  and  a  perfect  legato  touch. 
(b. )  Bertini's  Petites  Morceanx,  Kullak's  Finger  Exercises, 
Scales  in  simplest  forms. 

Grade  Second:— (a.)  Twelve  Short  Studies,  Op.  124, 
Vogt. ,  Bertini's  Etudes,  Op.  100,  Kullak  Finger  Exercises 
continued,  (b.)  Loeschhorn  Etudes,  Op.  66,  Book  I,  Scales 
and  Arpeggios,  dementi's  Sonatines. 

Grade  Third: — (a.)  Bertini's  Etudes,  Op.  29,  Turner's 
Octave  Studies,  Scales  and  Arpeggios  in  all  forms,  (p. ) 
Loeschhorn  Etudes,  Op.  66,  Book  III;  Berens'  Etudes,  Op. 
61,  Book  I;  Selections  from  Mendelssohn's  Songs  Without 
Words,  and  the  easier  Sonatas  of  Beethoven,  Mozart  and 
Haydn.  Selections  from  Kullak's  Edition  of  Bach's  Lighter 
Compositions.  Pupils  in  this  grade  are  required  to  play  at 
one  or  more  of  the  pupils'  recitals  given  during  the  year.

Bnelow  Edition),  Turner's  Scales  and  Arpeggios,  Kullak's 
Octave  Studies,  Bach's  Two  Part  Inventions,  Sonatas  by 
Beethoven,  Mozart,  etc. 

Grade  Fifth: — dementi's  Gradus  ad  Parnassnm,  Kul- 
lak's Octave  Studies  continued,  Bach's  Three  Part  Inventions, 
Tausig's  Daily  Studies,  Larger  Sonatas  by  Beethoven  and  other 
works  from  the  classic  writers.
